13 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
14 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

17 (u) (1) The Office of the Comptroller may issue awinery special event
18 permit to alicensed Class 4 Maryland limited winery, provided that:

19 () No more than 12 winery special event permits are issued to the
20 Class 4 Maryland limited winery in any given calendar year;
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1 (i) The permit does not exceed {3} 40 consecutive days; and

14 [(iv)] (1) Isheld on anonlicensed premises or a premises on which a
15 person may obtain atemporary alcoholic beverages license.
